It was decided that in future members of 
Commissions of Presbytery be paid half the 
travelling expenses when rail distance is 
thirty miles and over, and that the Presby- 
terv Fund be charged with the cost.

“he Oireachtas Joint Committee on the 
Dublin Klectricity Supply Bill held a further 
sitting m Leinster House ee Senator 
5. L. Brown, K.C., presided, and the other 
yiembers of the Committee present were: 
kenators Sir Everard Nugent, W. Barring- 
ton and ©. J. Irwin, and Deputy M. Hen- 
pessy. The Committee continued the con- 
yderation of the bill, section by section, in 
getail. 

vr. Overerd, K.C., for the bee i 
said that the counties adjoining ad asked 
that the area of supply should be extended. 
Ji was a matter altogether for the Committee, 
but he would point out that the area of the 
three counties Dublin, Kildare and, Wicklow 
was 1,/89 square miles, while the catchment 
area was only 3390 miles. Sir John Griffith 
had limited his area of supply to an area 
corresponding with the catchment area, 

Mr. F. Monks, who appeared for Kildare 
(County Council, said that the Council desired 
that the whole of the county thould be in. 
cluded in the area of supply. 

Mr. Overend submitted that there was 
already sufficient provision in the bill to en- 
able areas outside the defined area of supply 
to secure a supply. 

The Chairman said that there was a differ: 
ence between the claims of Wicklow ahd of 
kildare. The whole of the latter was more 
or jess within the sphere 6f the Liffey, while 
if the supply were extended to the east coast 
of Wicklow it would have to be carried over 
the mountains, 

On the suggestion of the Chairman, the 
Committee decided to add to the area of 
supply the barony of East Offaly, which in. 
cludes the town of Kildare and the section of 
the Curragh not already incladed in the 
schedule. - 

Mr. M. E. Walker, for the Dublin Port 
nid Decks Board, PS eg an amendment 
that the Board should be relieved from a 
statutory obligation to take electricity from 
the Dublin Corporation. He pointed out that 
the Corporation might sell to the Board at 
a profit electricity supplied to it under the 
promoters’ scheme, The Board wanted to be 
able to get its supply direct if it so chose. 

lhe Chairman said that a statutory obliga- 
tion should be removed only for very special 
renee, andthe amendment was. not 
accepted. 

Mr. Walker sabmitted another amendment, 
seeking special pfotection for the Board's 
lines at the North Wall and for any apparatus 
that might in future be erected lor wireless 
reception. He informed the Committee that 
the Board's engineer had formulated a scheme 


‘for wireless reception at the port. 


Mr. Overend said that he understood that 
the engineer had some extraordinarily clever. 
schemes for the port, including one for the 
illumination of the lighthouses by electricity. 
He could not see how the company’s opera- 
tions and the carrying of current along trans- 
mission lines could interfere with the schemes 
for the port. If they did, it would be for 
the Committee to decide between the port 
engineer's operations and the lighting of the 
city. 

The amendment was rejected. 

On the question of the protection of the 
fisheries, it was decided that a clause should 
be inserted in the bill providing that the 
company should spend a sum not exceedin 
£2,500 in the erection, to the satisfaction 
the Minister for Fisheries, of a fish pass, and 
also, to pay £100 to the conservators, com- 
pensation for injury to fishing rights to be 
postponed for seven vears, and on its payment 
the contribution to the conservators to cease.

Frequent compiaints have been made by 
business men régarding extravagance in 
Belfast's municipal affairs. In March last 


a deputation. appeared before the City 


Council and appealed for a redaction in 
expenditure, and last month the appeal 
was repeated by a deputation from the 
Belfast and District Chamber of Trade, 
which appeared before the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Corporation. 

The. stiggestion. has been made on moré 
than one occasion that the Corporation 
should be suspended, and that, following 
the exdmple of Dublin, Commissioners 
should be appointed for several years in 
order that expenditure and the rates might 
be curtailed. Councillor Midgley, a Labour 
member, has advocated the appointment of 


ia municipal manager to supervise all 


spending departments. 

At yesterday's meeting of the sat Conncil, 
Alderman Ó. Jamison (Nationalist) brought 
forward the following resolution :—'' That, 
with a view to the more efficient and economi- 
cal working of the speriding departments of 
the Co tion, a special meeting of the 
Council in committee be called for an early 
date, to consider and determine what steps 
should be taken in the matter.’ 

Alderman Jamison said that if they were to 
continue as a rate body, entrusted with 
the spending of hn e‘sums of public money, 


and recognising their responsibilities to those 


who sent them there to guard their interests, 
they must take some such steps as he ven- 
tuted to propose that day. | 

NOT A VOTE OF CENSURE. 

He had been told that the resolution, if 
cartied, would be a vote of “ No confidence 
in some oí the officials.

He wanted to strengthen the position of 
the committees and increase the efficiency of 
administration ; arid, above all, he desired to 
strengthen the hands of the Finance Com- 
mittee.

RESCUE WORK IN THE 
ATLANTIC, . 


After thrilling experiences in stormy seas 
while éd in rescue and salvage work in 
the N Atl ie, the Dutch tug, Awartesee, 
has put in AR : 


in tow, On arrival at her destination, Cap- 
‘tain Hardt, acting on instructions from the 
owners of the tag, set out to the assistance 
of the Holland-America liner, Andytt, loeated 
in the Atlantic, about 600 miles north of the 
Azores, but on the way the Zwartezee picked 
up a witeless message, stating 


assistance of the Andyk. 

At the time the Zwartezee was hundreds of 
miles out in thé Atlantic, and experiencing 
a continuance of bad gales when she picked 
up an 8.0.8. from the Anglo-American Tele- 
graph ship, Lord Kelvin. The Zwartesee 
replied to this wireless message, arid was told 
to “stand. by,’’ the oable ship and the tug 
being then approximately miles from 
each other. Bubsequently the Lord Kelvin 


came known to Captain Hardt, 
MISHAP TO SALVAGE VESSEL. 

This time it was of a Norwegian steamer, 
the Stiklestad, a vessel of 5, tots, out- 
ward bound to Habana from Rotterdam, She 
had. been knocking about in thé North At- 
lantic for three weeks, with her propeller 
gone, during which time some ofher digs had 
come along and taken het in ‘tow, buat had, 
one after another, to give her up, owing to 
the tempestuous weather. Meatitime assist- 
ance for the Stiklestad had been sent from 
New York, the salvage steamer Relief leav- 
ing there on that mission, and wi 


The Relief in due course came up with the 
Stikléstad, and had her in tow for a couple 
of days when, uniortunately; a rope fouled 
the salvage steamers propeller, and she 
drifted. for about a week. 

The Zwartezeé fell in with the Norwegian 
vessel’ nbout 500 miles north of the Azores, 
and, after waiting two days for suitable 
weather condilions, was enabled to take the 
Stikledtad ii tow. By then the salvage 
steamer Relief had Again come up. 

A course was set for the Azores, the yoyage 
lasting about three days. 

CARGO ON FIRE: 

It appears that the Stiklestad, when fallen 
in with by the Atwartezee, had drifted a long 
distance out of her proper course; and, if the 
Dutchman had not come up with her, it is 
doubtful if the salvage steamer Relief would 
have been able to accomplish her successful 
towage unaided. 

Leaving the Azores, the Zwartezee steered 
towards Port Talbot (South Wales), and whilst 
doing so learned that the Japanese steamer 
Pacific’ Mara, hofieward bouhd from Cuba, 
had reported her oargo as being afire. The 
Awartesee a course was at once diverted, and 
she steered to the aid of the Japatiese vessel, 
but only to learn soon altorwards, through a 
wireless message picked ap, that the Pacific 
Maru had the fire under control, and that no 
assistahce was required, 

The Zwartezee then resumed her voyage te 
Port Talbot to bunker, previous to setting out 
for Queenstown, where she now lies alongside 
the Deepwater Quay.

The Paradox of France. 


The economic and financial positions of 
France to-day present a remarkable 
contrast. In his annual report on 
economic and industrial conditions in the 
Republic, Mr. J. R. Cahill, Commercial 
Counsellor to the British Embassy in 
Paris, paints quite a glowing picture of 
the country’s . prosperity. During the 
period that has elapsed since the war, he 
says, the economic power of France has 
been improved enormously. Her permanent 
capacity for production has been rein- 
forced by the development of hydraulic 
and electrical energy. She has improved 
her position as an agricultural producer, 
and by the installation of modern equip- 
ment her factories have been fitted for 
large scale production in a way that would 
have seemed to be hardly possible before 
the war. The factories that were destroyed 
by the Germans have been replaced :by 
better factories; eighteen iron and steel 
works, with eighty-six blast furnaces, have 
been rebuilt with the finest plant and 
are now in full working order. France’s 
capacity for the production of iron 
ore has been doubled since the war. The 
acquisition of Alsace has doubled her 
capacity for cotton-printing. The textile 
industry has grown out of all recognition, 
while in the sphere of luxury trades, in 
which France always has excelled, her 
position to-day is unchallenged. Not only 
is unemployment virtually unknown in the 
Republic—the total number of workers in 
receipt of ‘‘ doles ” is about six hundred— 
but no fewer than two million foreign 
workers have been.imported. In terms of 
real wealth France is richer than any other 
country in Europe. 

It is difficult to estimate the extent to 
which this great prosperity is the result of 


promoted by two purely adventitious 
circumstances. In the first place, the 
depreciation of French currency has given 
a great fillip to.the export trade, especially 
with those countries, like the United 
States and Great Britain, in which 
native currency stands at a high level. 
The difference between the external and the 
internal value of the franc is considerable, 
and French exporters have been able to 
adjust their prices in such a way as to 
reap enormous profits and to extend their 
trade in almost every direction. In the 
next place, the French Government during 
the last six years has been releasing huge 


the devastated areas. These loans have 
given greatly increased purchasing power 
to the French working classes, with the 
result that the home, as well as the 
foreign, market has flourished. The 
other side of the picture, however, is less 
alluring. The French treasury is almost 
empty. A terrific floating debt has 
been .created, the national credit has been 
debased and the exchange value of the 
franc in foreign countries stands in serious 
danger of sharing the fate that befel the 
mark and the krone a few years ago. For 
the moment the French people are 
prosperous, and certainly their productive 
power has been increased; but the day 
of reckoning must come. Two and 
two invariably make four in the 
long run, and the time is approaching 
when the French people must begin to pay

Scott and the Boundary. 


The T'aglish always have taken the Scots

The cotton trade of Lancashire will 
suffer a fresh handicap by the action of 
the Government of India in suspending 
the excise duty on native cotton cloth. All 
Indian-woven cotton cloth is liable to an 
excise duty of 34 per cent., and all cotton 
cloth imported into India to a similar 
duty of 11 per cent. The improved state 
of Indian finances has made it possible to 
remove the former impost, but the latter 
remains. Lancashire manufacturers thus 
must labour under a disadvantage in the 
Indian market of more than two shillings 
in the £. Cloth produced by the native 
mills is inferior to the produce of 
Lancashire, but when it can be sold so 
much cheaper it is likely to capture a 
large amount of business from its rival. 
An offset to the new difficulty before the 
English trade may be found, perhaps, in 
a fall in the price of raw material. It is 
expected that the American cotton crop 
will be considerably larger than had been 
anticipated, and, with a fall in the price 
of the fibre, the mills of Lancashire may 
be able to lower the price at which they 
sell the finished material. The textile 
industries of Great Britain and Ireland 
are meeting many new difficulties. Ulster 
linen meets new competition from lands 
which hitherto produced little or no linen. 
New markets have failed thus far to com- 
pensate for loss of trade in America. 
Linen has been exported from Belfast to 
Australia and South Africa; but the 
demand has been for light, fancy goods, 


rather than for the large consignments of 
linen cloth which the United States are 


accustomed to buy.. New markets are not 
to be neglected; but maintenance of old 
markets is the test of efficiency, and the 
time has come to reduce costs of produc- 
tion when old trade connections languish.

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THEIR RELIGION AND 
POLITICS. 


By CAPTAIN J. V. HOLLAND, V.C.,

Current events, both political and military, 
affecting French colonial rule in Syria, are 
attaching a growing interest to the Jebel 
Druse, who, apart from being the principal 
factors in the present somewhat obscure situa- 
tion, are, in reality, one of the most remark- 
able and, at the same time, perhaps, one of 
the least known and understood races of the 
Middle East to-day. Judged by the highest 
standards of Eastern culture, the DruSe are 
an enlightened people, possessing a considerable 
religious literature of their own, a goodly 
portion of which is familiar in Europe. Of 
this, the ' Book of the Testimonies to the 
Mysteries of the Unity’’—the legacy of a 
Syrian doctor, Nusralla ibn Gilda, to Louis 
XIV.—is, perhaps, the most noteworthy 
exareple, though a valuable collection of 
manuscripts dealing with Druse theology and 
doctrine is also preserved in the Vatican and 
in Munich. 

The Druse religion is a secret faith, to 
which converts are not any longer admitted: 
A strict injunction is imposed on the faithful 
never to divulge certain tenets of their 
doctrine to the profane—an injunction that is 
rigidly obeyed. Moreover, full initiation into 
the deeper mysteries of the creed is reserved 
to a particular class distinguished for their 
culture, learning and purity of life, and 
designated Akils, in distinction from the rest 
of the community, who, irrespective of rank, 
wealth and influence, are known as Jahels, 
signifying, the ignorant. Although no ob- 
struction is placed in the way of the alien 
stranger who, through curiosity, may wish to 
witness the weekly ritual in the khalwas, 
nevertheless the ordinary ceremony is in- 
variably interrupted whilst he is present, the 
Koran being substituted for the Druse 
Scriptures, which are temporarily set aside. 
From these facts it will be understood that a 
profound atmosphere of mystery surrounds 
the practice and creed of Druse worship; and, 
as mystery is apt to beget the twin per 
of distrust and superstition even in the most 
highly organised communities, so, many of 
the dark suspicions with which the Jebel 
Druse are commonly regarded by their ill. 
informed Christian and Mahommedan neigh- 
bours of the Lebanon may well be the out- 
come of combined ignorance and prejudice. 


REINCARNATION, 
_ The Muwahiddin, Unitarian Druses, believe 
in one God, ‘‘indefinable, incomprehensible, 


ineffable, passionless,’’ of whose intelligence 
the material world is a '“mirror.” As is the 
case in the remaining races of the historic 
Mountain—the Maronites, the Ansarieh, the 
Metwali and the Ismailites—belief in the 
theory of re-incatnation is a cardinal prin- 
ciple of religious faith; but in the case of the 
Druse creed the theory is so ingeniously 
developed and adapted as to excite in its 
adherents a degree of credulity and constancy 
unequalled by any other known cult in the 
Orient. .Whatever fundamental ideas the 
several doctrines of Christianity, Judaism and 
Mahommedanism, may have contributed 
originally to the creed as initiated by Hamza, 
it 1s certain that the subsequent 250 years of 
intercourse with the cosmopolitan associations 
of the Mediterranean ports, on the one hand. 
and, on the other, the dominant influences of 
Sunni Islam have wrought little, 
change in Druse life and thought. 

The Druse believe that God, through the 
medium of the ‘* Universal Spirit,’’ has mani- 
fested Himself to men by successive in- 
carnations, of which Jesus Christ is admitted 
to be one, though not Mahomet, whom they 
regard as merely an inspired man. The final 
incarnation was accomplished in the person 
of Hakim Biamrillahi (t.e., he who judges, by 
the command of God), sixth Fatimite Caliph, 
who reigned in 996 4.p., and who, according 
to Druse belief, will again return to succour 
the faithful when a period of extreme diffi- 
culty and danger shall have been reached. 
At Hakim’s summons great numbers of the 
Druse people, who, according to their tradi- 
tions, have for centuries been dispersed 
beyond the Great. Eastern Desert, will return 
to the Mountain. Under the divine leader. 
ship of Hakim, the faithful wil! vanquieh the 
armies of the unbelievers, and both Jerusalem 
and Mecca will be occupied. Finally, all 
people will accept the faith, and the world 
will then enter upon a period of 1.000 years of 
perfect rule and peace, when all hatred and 
sin will have disappeared in the ““hght ” of 
the “ Great Understanding.” . 

A notable feature of Druse doctrine is the 
recognition of the perfect fréedom of the 
human will, as opposed to the Mahommedan 
behef in predestination; but the efficacy of 
prayer as a medium of supplication is rejected 
by the Druse. The Sevénth Commandment 
of Hamza enjoins upon the faithful conrplete 
and unquestioning resignation to the immut- 
able will of God. 

. THE FRENCH MANDATE, 

The. innate conservatism to which the pre- 
servation of original features in the Druse 
creed is largely due has also contributed 
materially to the sustenance oí a social and 
political homogeneity that has gone far to 
establish their distinction and prestige as a 
race. The authority of the Sultan, supported 
by the Chief Akil in Suweda, is paramount 
and absolute. In all questions affecting the 
general or particular policy of the nation the 
Sultan, in consultation with his advisory 
Akils, enjoys complete liberty of action, secure 
in the knowledge that, whatever be the issue, 
his followers will, to a man, give unhesitating 
effect to his decisions. It is this unity of 
policy and action, controlled and directed by 
a select circle of traditional intelligence, and 
with a limitless capacity for intrigue and 
treachery, that constitute the Druse one of 
the most formidable and unstable elements in 
the Middle East. The manner in which they 
Sticceeded in creating. and developing the 
complex problem with which the French are 
confronted in Svria is sufficient proof of their 
daring and ability. 

In this connection the evilont ten 
dency to attribute the crisis to the 
ill-considered French action in bombarding the 
native quarter of Damascus apparently dis- 
regards in the situation the covert operations 
of Druse strategy, which aimed at provoking 
such repressive or retaliatory measures by the 
Mandatory Power as must result in a serious 
rupture with the Mahommedan elements. 
How far these calculations have miscarried, 
and what the ultimate fate of Druse aspira- 
tions under the French Mandate are likely to 
be, must remain, for the present, matters of 
conjecture; but the previous history of the 
Hauran under Ottoman administration can 
scarcely be regarded as encouraging from the 
French point of view. 3 

A FIGHTING RACE. 

The Druse profess a traditional friendship 
for the British, which probably had its origin 
in the relations cultivated’ by the Amir Beshir 
with Sir Sidney Smith daring their conjoint 
action against Napoleon in 1799; and again 
in 1825 and 1840, when in trouble with the 
Porte, the same wilely old diplomat was 
engaged. in further intrigues with British 
representatives. Certain Druses even allege 
the claim to a special connection with 
Scottish Freemasons. At all events, they are 
noticeably well disposed to British travellers, 
and show themselves anxious to entertain and 
to: extend hospitality to them when oppor- 
tunity offers. During the recent disturbances, 
they were particular to respect the persons 
and property of those who represented their 
claims as British citizens. 

The Druse. are by instinct and. heredity 
a warlike race, of fine physique and indomit- 
able courage. The men never discard their 
rifles, with which they are particularly 
expert from boyhood, and they carry, in 
addition, a Jong, curved cutting sword, for 
use at close quarters. They are daring and 
accomplished seater ll to which is due their 
distinctive asset of extreme mobility in war, 
Unlike the majority of Eastern races, the 
Druse are monogamous. Their women are 
considered to be very beautiful—they certainly 
display a free and dignified bearing, despite 
the heavy veil which is habitually worn. 
Recent reports from the disturbed areas 
describe the Druse women as having dis- 
card the veil, and disguised their appear- 
ances with paint, so as to resemble the bearded 
visages of the warriors. alongside whom 
they are ranging themselves in battle,

Mr. Cosgrave arrived in London thir 
morning to join his fellow-Ministers, and, 
after a short rest, he went to the Treasury, 
where, having seen Mr. Churchill, he spent 
some time with the permanent officials and 
financial experts. The proceedings, ar 
usual, are veiled in secrecy, but I under. 
stand that some progress is being made 
along the lines already suggested. The 
suspension of the award of the Boundary 
Commission seems to be the most favoured 
way out of the present apparent tmpasse ; 
for a continuance of the present position 
is more to be desired than trouble on the 
border lines. 

After the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
had had separate conversations with the 
Free State and Northern Ireland repre- 
sentatives there was a joint conference at 
the Treasury which lasted until shortly 
before nine o'clock this evening. The 
lengthy character of to-day’s discussions, 
the lateness of the hour to which they 
were continued, and thé belief that they 
are to be resumed to-morrow combined to 
strengthen the impression that substan- 
tial progress is being made towards an 
agreement acceptable to all parties. 


At the Treasury. 


The visit of Mr. Cosgrave to the 
Treasury rather suggested that a ‘solution 
of the question is being sought on the pro- 
posed exchange of Article V. of the Irish 
Treaty for Article XII, but this, it is 
understood, has not met with the approval 
of the British Government. It does 
appear, however, that, whatever may be the 
outcome of the present conferences, finan- 
cial considerations of some kind are in- 
volved, but they are not likely to be of a 
very important character. The feeling 
among members of the British Government 
is said to be that there must be a peaceful 
settlement by agreement, and they will help 
anything forward that is likely to secure 
thatend. It is now recognised that whenever 
an agreement may be reached—and it is 
hoped that there will be one—legislation 
will be necessary to give it effect. I sug- 
gested as much on Sunday, and the idea 
is now confirmed. The award of the Com- 
mission, if it is suspended, must be sus- 
pended: by legislation. 


The Locarno Treaties. 


Great crowds gathered in Dewning street 
and Whitehall for the signing of the 
Locarno Treaties this morning. The 
arrival of the delegates and the members 
of the Cabinet was hailed with cheers, and 
it became evident that the public’ was 
taking a deeper interest in the proceedings 
than was anticipated. The delegates 
arrived in motor cars adorned with the 
flags of their respective countries, and the 
German delegation aroused greater interest 
than any other. There could be no mis- 
taking the nationality of its members; 
obviously they were Germans of the 
oficial type. They passed by in silence. 
Later came the Ambassadors, Dr. Stahmer, 
the German Ambassador, being almost the

The Signing. 


The reception room at the Foreign Office ~ 
is a spacious hall, richly decorated in the 
Victoyian manner, and is a lofty, well- 
ventilated apartment. This morning it 
was crowded with one of the most im- 
portant gatherings that it has ever held 
for the signing of the Locarno Treaties 
and agreements. One-half of the room 
was devoted to the actual signing, while 
the other had been converted into a kind 
of amphitheatre, with seats for about two 
hundred people. In the theatre, so to 
speak, there was a central table for the 
signing, surrounded by a number of 
smaller tables for the different secretariats. 
An outer row of seats was provided for 
such distinguished personages as Lord 
Balfour, Mrs. Baldwin, Lady Chamber- 
lain, and Mrs. Churcbill, with the Ambas- 
sadors, Lord d’Abernon, the High Com- 
missioners, and a small number of ladies. 
Over the mantlepiece a full-length portrait 
of the King in robes of state was flanked 
by a portrait of the famous Lord Castle- 
reach, who represented Great Britain at 
the Congress of Vienna after the 
Napoleonic wars. 


“ All Right !” 


All those invited had to take their seats 
by ten minutes to eleven, and the rule was 
not broken, while many had arrived an 
hour before. The gathering waited in 
silence for something to happen. At five 
minutes to eleven al] rose as the Ambas- 
sadors entered in a body and took their 
seats. Suddenly a man appeared at the 
great folding doors and said “ All right !”’ 
This was merely a warning to the photo- 
graphers and cinematograph people, and 
was followed by a blaze of light from al! 
quarters. A stream like a searchlight 
played upon the double door, which was 
opened to admit the delegates, who were 
accompanied by Mr. Baldwin and Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, and followed by 
nearly all the members of the Cabinet. 
Without fuss or trouble the delegates were 
shown into their seats, and Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, seated in the chair with Mr. 
Baldwin on his right and Sir Cecil Hurst 
on his left, began an address of welcome 
in. French. 


Recollections. 


The actual signing over, formality 
departed, and everybody began to shake 
hands. The Germans advanced upon Sir 
Austen, and almost embraced him. They, 
with all present, seemed to be highly de- 
lighted. Yet it was impossible to avoid 
thinking that there was something lack- 
ing; for there was an air of unreality 
about the proceedings. It may have been 
the constant changing of the lights for the 
photographers, or the irritating humming 
of the cinema cameras, that-gave the im- 
pression that everything was a little 
theatrical.

R. and Mrs. Austen Chamberlain 
motored to Buckingham Palace !ast 
evening and were conducted to the presence 
of the King and Queen, when His Majesty 
gave tothe Foreign Secretary the accolade 
of Knighthood, and handed. to him bees 
insignia of a Knight of the Garter..\ As 
Mr, Chamberlain was not in uniform 
there was no actual investiture, and this 
may take place on some future occasion. 
After receiving the accolade the Foreign 
Secretary, who knelt before His Majesty, 
rose Sir Austen Chamberlain. 

The King then handed to Mrs. 
Chamberlain the insignia of Dame Grand 
Cross of the Order of the British Empire. 

Sir Austen and Lady Chamberlain re- 
mained at the Palace for the tea given 
in honour of the foreign delegates who 
signed the Locarno Treaties, each of whom 
was introduced in turn to His Majesty by 
the Foreign Secretary. Tea was .served 
in the Green Drawingroom. 

The King and Queen did not take tea 
with their guests, but His Majesty saw all 
the signatories in his private room during 
their visit. 

Sir Austen and Lady Chamberlain took 
their departure immediately after the first of 
the foreign delegates had left. The British 
Ambassadors, accredited to the varioys 
countries from which the signatories came, 
were present at an afternoon party, and 
they remained after the departure of the 
delegates to be received by the King. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain gave a dinner 
party at Lancaster House to-night to the 
members of the Conference of Locarno and 
other distinguished guests, numbering 
ninety in all, 


THE COURT CIRCULAR. 

The Court Circular, issued last night,

The Right Hon. Austen Chamberlain, 
M.P., was received in audience by the King 
this afternoon, when His Majesty conferred 
upon him the honour of knighthood and in- 
vested him with the insignia of a Knight 
Companion of the Most Noble Order of the 
Garter.

RECALLED. 


IRISH EX-PRISONER’S DEATH. 


NEW YORE, Tuesday. 
Dr. Thomas Gallagher, a Brooklyn phy- 
sician, formerly an Irish political prisoner 
and a member of the Fenian Brotherhood, 
died yesterday in a sanatorium. In 1885 he 
was sentenced to imprisonment for life on 
being convicted, with several other men, of 
having conspired to dynamite the British Par- 
liament buildings. Efforts made by President 
Cleveland and President Harrison to get him 
released failed, and it was not until 1896 that 
he regained his freedom. He became a 
naturalised citizen of the United States in 
1875.—(Reuter.) 
The trial of Dr. Gallagher and five other 
prisoner on a charge of treason felony in 
connection with dynamite conspiracies con- 
cluded at the Central Criminal Court, London, 
on June 14, 1883, 
The Lord Chief Justice, in summing up,’ said 
that it was not necessary in order to prove 
levying of war that there should be any 
massing together of troops. It would be 
sufficient to find the prisoners guilty if the 
jury thought that they intended to force the 
Queen (Victoria) to change her counsels or to 
overawe Parliament by violent means 
directed against life or property. In point 
of law there was po reason why the sb 
ported evidence of an approver should 
not be acted upon by the jury. \, It rested 
upon the prisoners to give an intelligible ac- 
count of their possession of so mhúch nitro- 
glycerine. The jury found Thomas Gallagher, 
Whitehead, Wilson, and Curtin guilty, and 
acquitted Ansburgh and Bernard Gallagher, 
and the Lord Chief Justice sentenced the 
four first-named prisoners to penal servitude 
fer life. 
The trial was the sequel to a magisterial 
investigation at Bow street, London, when 
a man known as Norman, who had been 
with a quantity of nitro-glycerine 
in his possession, was examined as a witness. 
Norman stated on oath that his real name 
was Lynch, and that he was sworn in as a 
Fenian in New York. The president of his 
Fenian Club sent him with a letter to Dr,

The Times in a leading article observes :— 
There is a Parliamentary case to be made 
against the prosecution of the twelve Com- 
munists, but it, was entirely spoilt yesterday, 
from the Opposition point of view, by con- 
fused thinking and over-emphasis. Mr. 
Macdonald, who is well aware of the limita- 
tions of the case, was hampered, no doubt, 
by the remarkable mixture of opinions repre- 
sented on the benches behind him. Himself 
a professed anti-Communist, he cannot afford 
to be anything but violent in speech. He 
was bound to placate another section by a 
widely exaggerated version of the silly raid 
on the newspaper van. He had an effective, 
if well-worn, debating point in a fifteen-year- 
old speech of the Home Secretary, who ad- 
mitted it with admirable good humour. He 
would have made a far better contribution 
to a perfectly legitimate discussion if, he had 
confined himself to the simple question which 
reappeared in it from time-to time—namely, 
whether such a prosecution was of service or 
disservice to the State. 

Certain Conservative leaders in the past, it 


these days, to discover an organisation of 
“ Fascists ” in England, whose object “is 
supposed to be to seize the reins of Govern. 
ment in the event of some rival Communist 
organisation sttempting a similar feat. We 
may all agree that the long and discredit 
able influence of Iveland on the politics of 
Great Britain produced episodes in the life 
of every party, which are better forgotten, 
and are not to be defended as precedents.

up more than a handful of. foolish young 
men masquerading as ‘‘ Fascists,’ whose 
name alone has long been meat and drink 
to the Communists. They are of no more 
conseqnhence, Mr. Macdonald is well aware. 
than the organisers of the modern type of 
university ‘‘rag.’’ and it is safe to say that 
no one would be more delighted than th 
present Government to see some 
against them that could be sustained in the 
Law Courts.

HOME SECRETARY’S REPLY, 

The Home Secretary began his reply by 
referring to the quotations of his speeches 
made by Mr. Macdonald.

“there are very few of us who in a long politi- 
cal career have not used—may I say—a ‘damn’ 
that they were not sorry for.”

BRITISH EVACUATION BEGUN. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From OUR Own CoRBESPONDENT. 

COLOGNE, Tuesday. 

No big parades and no official ceremonies 
mark the departure of the British troops 
from the eld German Rhine town of Cologne, 
whe-> they have held power for almost six 
years. The Versailles Treaty assigned the 
Cologne zone to British occupation for five 
years, but the English troops stayed almost 
six, and the Germans felt that this was a 
violation of the Treaty.

WIRELESS AND LISTENING-IN 
PERMITTED. 


COLOGNE, Tuesday. 

With the evacuation of the British troops 
from the Cologne bridgehead, yesterday also 
saw. the abolition of the Preas Censorship in 
the Rhineland, and the advent of wireless tele- 
graphy. and of listening-in sets, all hitherto 
rohibited. Altogether it was an historic day. 
Vestorday saw. the departure of the 20th 
Motor Transport Company, R.A.8.€., by road, 
their start being postponed from 1 a.m. until 
8 a.m., in order to avoid the necessity of 
breakfasting on the roadside in the snow- 
drifts. with which the roads are cumbered. 
They went off unostentatiously, some forty 
motor lorries and light ‘cats, and are due at 
Wiesbaden to-morrow. 

The first draft of troops left Cologne at 
5.15, German time, this afternoon, in a special 
troop train, conveying 100 men of the 7th 
Field Company, Royal Engineers, the advance 
party of the 1st Battalion of the Manchester 
Regiment, and detachments of the R.A.M.( sá 
Provost Department. Ordinance Corps and 
Signals, in all about 200 officers and other 
ranks. The entraining of the trans 
ort end stores began at 7 am. 
but it was not until just before 
three o'clock that the personnel-swung out 
of Riehl Barracks, headed by the: band and 
drums of the Manchester Regimént. The 
tand played selections during the wait after 
entraining was completed, conspicuous among 
the selections being “ Should Auld Acquaint- 
ance be Forgot.” ©The main body the 
Manchesters leaves on Thursday. Apart from 
German railwaymen, there were very few 
spectators of this morning s departure. 

The journey to Wiesbaden is timed to take 
74 hoars, about 90 minutes longer than the 
slowest of fourth class stop-at-ali-station 
trains, reaching Wiesbaden shortly after 
midnight. The troops will remain in the 
train for about six hours, and will have their 
breakfast before marching off to Castlenau 
Barracks where they are to be quartered. 

Although the British will be at Wiesbaden 
to-morrow, the actaal date of taking over the 
area from the French cannot yet be deter- 
mined, and consequently the French will re 
main in supreme authority for the time being.

| FUSION’ OF APPROVED 
SOCIETIES. 
DEPUTATION TO LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT MINISTER. 


The question of the unification of health 
insurance societies in the Free State was con- 
sidered at the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Approved Societies in the Engineers’ 
Hail, Dawson street, Dublin, yesterday. 

A report was submitted from the deputation 
of the Approved Societies’ Association, which 
waited upon Mr. J. Burke, Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, on Monday 
last. The Minister, having heard the views 
of the societies against the proposed unifica- 
tion scheme, said that the Government had 
an open mind on the question, and would not 
come to a decision without giving the argu- 
ments the fuliest consideration, Some of the 
arguments were very origina), and he was 
impvessed especially with the views put 
forward by Mr. Dulfy and another speaker, 
who suggested grouping on a vocational! basis. 
Many people thought they were not getting 
value for the money expended on National 
Heaith Insurance, and he (the Minister) was 
mainly concerned that the country should get 
better value for that experditure. 

The reference by some of the deputation to 
the voluntary work which was being done 
under the present svstem, and the necessity 
for compensation Was very important and 
would be borne in mind. It was said that a 
big change of the kind weuld have an un 
settling effect in the country. but, if necessary, 
this must be iaced. The Government had to 
do many unpopular things which they con- 
sideved necessary in the best interests of the 
country. 

GREAT SOCIAL SERVICES. 

The meeting then went into committee. 

On the motion of . Mr. Veale 
(Otieran, and Carthage, Waterford), seconded 
by Mr. T. MeCarthy (St. Finnbarr’s, Cork), 
the following resoiution was passed -—** That 
this meeting is pleased to learn that no-~argu- 
meut has been put forward against the 
economic and satisfactory working of the 
approved societies at present administering 
the Health Lnsurance Act; and that the meet- 
ing regrets to learn that the expenditure cf 
the National Health Insurance (Commission is 
excessive, and, with a view to our seeking a 
remedy for this, we request that the Execu- 
tive Committee to inquire from the Govern- 
meut : (a), What are the items of expenditure 
which inerease the cost of State supervision 
in the Free State as ‘compared with Greet 
britain and Northern Ireland: and (b), what 
amount is the Government prepared to set 
aside for social ser ices ot this nature 7° 

On the motion of Mr. R Bowen (Dublin 
Protestant aon leks ) se@onded = by Nir. a. 
O'Mullane (St. Finnbarr’s), the delegates 
‘reiterate their opinion that unification would 
be detrimental to the interests of insured 
persons, and would destroy all veluntaryv 
effort and the great social services at present 
being rendered by Approved Societies, of 
which the cash benefits paid give no indica- 
tion: that the report of the (‘omniuttee ef 
Inqairy in favour of unification, if feasible. is 
definitely against the weight of evidence and 
should wot be given effect to by the Govern- 
ment.”’

‘The ques 
tion could not be dealt with on a national 
scale. It must be deali with internationally. 
Ihe whole basis of the organisation rested 
on the frank recognition of trade unionism. 
Under modern conditions it was no longer 
possible to deal with individuals. 
Referring to the Cammunistic movement 
on the Continent, Mr. Butler said that 
organised Labour had always stuck to 
(seneva. The fact that Geneva was a rally- 
ing point Was one of considerable importance. 
At last vear’s conference one of the Irish 
delegates made a valuable proposal. He pro- 
posed that the conference should nominate a 
Standing Committee to examine reports, to 
see what each country had done to carry out 
its obligations, and, if necessary have it 
examined on the matter. & 
That was done already by the League in 
regard to minorities and mandates. What 
was possible ‘n that respect was equally 
possible in regard to Labour conventions, 
lí that proposal was adopted it would 
gradually build up a regular system for 
securing the proper enforcement of con- 
ventions, and would thus remove an objec- 
tion to the system which the treaty has set 
up. 
Mr. T. Johnson, T.D., emphasised the 
valuable work done by the Internatioral 
Labour Office by the publication of statistics 
giving economic information from all over 
the world.
